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Little Library Approval Rescinded 
Rochester Library Trustees

Rochester’s Library Board of Trustees quickly 
dispensed with several of its most controversial issues in a 
stunningly brief meeting on September 28. 

The board started its meeting in a Senior Center 
room crowded with area residents by adopting the town’s 
flag policy (rather than adopting its own), wherein the 
library will only fly the flags of the town, the state, the 
Federal government and the military and, by implication, 
not those of special-interest groups such as the LBGTQ 
Rainbow flag. 

It then reapproved the library’s gift policy, which 
was first adopted in March 2008. Citing this policy, which 
states “Acceptance and utilization of donated materials is 
at the discretion of the library,” the board then made its 
most impactful decision of the night. 

The board voted to return the Rainbow-flag-lined 
Little Diverse Library that sits outside Plumb Memorial 
Library’s front entrance to Tri-Town Against Racism, the 
community-based group that donated the small mailbox- 
sized book depository to the town. It is here that the 
Rainbow flag flew, drawing residents’ complaints that 
sparked the library to take the flag down. 

Before the Little Library vote was taken, Trustee 
Chairperson Kelley Medeiros explained the motion to 
give it back to TTAR was based merely on the fact the 
town library controls its own grounds and staff and must 
accept gifts such as the Little Diverse Library only under 
agreed-to provisions. 

No such provisions were agreed to when a 
previous library director and trustees board approved 
the acceptance of the donation in January 2021, Medeiros 
said. The contents of the little library would not be under 
the trustee board’s control. 

Medeiros opened discussion on the issue by 
noting that recently 20 pieces of correspondence received

on the issue were in favor of the library, 13 were against, 
and the grand total of all correspondence received since 
the issue arose has been 49 in favor of the little library and 
18 against. She added, however, that while the board does 
not support any political agenda, it does have to support 
its policies. 

Rhonda Baptiste, vice president of Tri-Town 
Against Racism, protested Mederios’ assertion about the 
lack of an agreed-to provisioning, noting TTAR followed 
careful steps and did everything the group was asked to 
do. 

“TTAR’s steps to approval didn’t comply with 
our policy,” Medeiros answered. 

“We went through every single step,” TTAR 
President Alison Noyce said, “every single step.” She said 
this donation should not be changed just because some 
people are offended by certain books. 

Medeiros responded that the library should be 
a safe space for everyone. “This is to follow our policies, 
our gift policy,” she said. 

Medeiros then cut off public discussion, as 
several audience members had their hands raised, and 
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she motioned for a vote. The resulting approval to return 
the library to TTAR was unanimous, but it was met with 
shouts of “boo” and “shame” from the crowd. 

Next, Medeiros made the crowd equally unhappy 
by motioning to table indefinitely proposals by Jeffrey 
Costa and Greg Hardy to install additional little libraries 
on Plumb library grounds. These proposals, too, passed 
unanimously. She explained to the crowd that this is 
merely a way to be fair and consistent with library policy. 
No provisions / conditions are being proposed for these 
little libraries either. 

Costa, a Rochester resident and Zoning Board 
of Appeals associate member, had recently suggested 
in a letter to the library board that a “little pro-family” 
(library) and “a little pro-freedom” be constructed next to 
the “Diversity Library” as a counterpoint to the latter’s 
messaging. 

After the meeting adjourned, Medeiros 
emphasized again that the little library is being returned 
simply because the steps to approve it did not follow 
policy. As to why she curtailed public discussion on the 
issue before the vote, she said, “Because it was debated 
at the last meeting, the public hearing two weeks ago. We 
have heard it all. It was time to vote.” 

Asked what the group’s next step with 
Rochester’s little library donation will be, TTAR 
Marketing Director Jessica DeCicco-Carey frowned and 
shrugged, saying the group is not really sure what it will 
do once the little library is returned to them. “We don’t 
have a decision yet,” she said. 

Noyce said Rochester is now the only one of the 
three towns in the Tri-Town area to reject a Little Diverse 
Library. “I’m embarrassed for them,” she said.

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The viewer will be moved to find the stories in 
Deborah’s layering of fabric prints and textures so dense, 
so colorful, so filled with moods and themes that it is like 
reading a novel where the heroine might not win the heart 
of the prince, but then again, she might. The realism of the 
models’ dresses and the backgrounds employed define 
the word drama. Yet it is the facial expressions and body 
postures, along with antique clothing and Victorian-like 
scenes that capture the viewer in her web of mystery and 
intrigue. 

Beth’s energy bursts upon her canvases in 
colorful rejoicing. Her impressionistic style of a rocky 
seashore, marshlands and landscapes maintains their 
organic dispositions but filtered through her artistic lens, 
gives them a new way to understand nature. Beth writes 
of her painting style, “my work is a celebration of the 
world around us, a call to look at things a second way.” 
Here we find an artist capturing a moment where color 
infused by light, along with surrounding natural textures 
from plants or moods inspired by water, coalesce, where 
colors borrowed from outdoor light are returned brighter 
than before. 

Margaret gives us flowers and birds and pearls 
and lush textures found therein.

New Committee to Explore Alternatives 
Rochester Select Board

Rochester’s Select Board, meeting on Monday 
night, dissolved the Public Safety Feasibility Study 
Committee that was examining the town’s goal of 
improving Police and Fire Department facilities and 
created a Public Safety Facility Building Committee. 

Public Safety Feasibility Study Committee 
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Chairman Arnie Johnson told the Select Board that the 
feasibility report has been produced, detailing options. 
Unfortunately, he said, all the options “will cost a lot of 
money.” 

Johnson said that is why he is recommending the 
Public Safety Feasibility Study Committee be disbanded 
and a Public Safety Facility Building Committee be 
appointed. “So we can explore other options,” Johnson 
said. “Bring the original cost estimates down.” He gave 
as examples: focusing on the main Fire Station alone and 
finding an alternative to a traditional “stick” construction. 

The Select Board followed his lead and appointed 
11 voting members to a new Public Safety Facility 
Building Committee. 

Eight committee members represent town 
government: Johnson (Planning Board chairman), Fire 
Chief Scott Weigel, Police Chief Robert Small, Select 
Board member Adam Murphy, Facilities Manager 
Andrew Daniel, Deputy Fire Chief Jeff Eldridge, 

Finance Committee member David Arancio and Town 
Administrator Glenn Cannon. Select Board member Brad 
Morse will serve as Murphy’s alternate. 

The other three voting members are Rochester 
residents Brian Porter, Bob Francis and David Sullivan. 

In February, the Public Safety Facility Feasibility 
Study Committee agreed with consultant Ted Galante’s 
focus for examining whether to combine, replace or rehab 
the town’s police and fire stations to alleviate cramped 
quarters. 

The committee, with Galante’s assistance, studied 
the feasibility of renovating and expanding the Police 
Station at 26 Dexter Lane, building a new Fire Station 
headquarters at 65 Pine Street or on Mendell Road 
and further down the timeline, build Fire Department 
substation on High Street where a quicker emergency 
response will be needed when a proposed, 60-unit senior 
housing development is built off Route 28. 

While postpandemic building costs have 
skyrocketed in general, even over the several months 
since the Feasibility Study was launched, the committee’s 
estimation of total hard and soft costs for a three-facility 
project (main Fire Station, east-side substation and 
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Police Station expansion/ renovation) has soared from 
initial ballpark figures. When the report was completed 
last week, the hard construction cost of anew main 
Fire Station alone was estimated at $21,000,000. Soft 
construction costs typically add approximately 30%. 

Later in the meeting, the Select Board helped 
create another new committee after Arancio requested the 
town create a By-Law Review Committee “to really dig 
down into a bylaws where they need revising,” he said. 

Arancio noted that Town Planner Nancy Durfee 
had proposed that a similar, less formal bylaw review 
board be created. She has since withdrawn that plan in 
favor of seeing the creation of this bylaw committee as 
proposed Monday night. 

The Select Board proceeded to establish a seven- 
member By-Law Review Committee to include: three ZBA 
members, two Planning Board members and citizens’ 
at-large members appointed by the Select Board and 
nonvoting members from Town Hall staff. Morse said the 
public should contact Town Hall to volunteer for an at- 
large seat. 

In other action, the Select Board quickly approved 
a request by Building Commissioner Paul Boucher to 
take legal action against 0 Walnut Plain Road. Boucher 
did not comment further as he exited the meeting. On 
August 8, the Planning Board approved a Certificate of 
Compliance for a solar project at 0 Walnut Plain Road 
and Old Middleboro Road after Johnson reported that all 
disturbed areas appeared to be vegetated and stabilized. 

The Select Board approved Small’s request to 
appoint a new officer. He is Gene Robinson, an Acushnet 
resident whom Small said brings over a decade of police 
experience to Rochester, including as an officer in his 
hometown. 

The Select Board approved a request from Weigel 
to fund new, more digitally adaptable radios for better 
communications with the Police Department, an expense 
that will be paid for using ARPA funds. Weigel said he 
needs a total of 12 radios at $1,800 each. The board voted, 
allowing an initial expenditure of $25,000. 

The board set this year’s Tree Lighting event for 
December 4. 
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Cannon announced the Fire Department will hold 
an Open House at its main station on Thursday, October 
12, from 10:00 am to 2:00 pm as a way for the public to see 
what maintenance (or replacement) the facility needs. 

The Rochester Select Board set its next meeting 
for Monday, October 23, at 6:00 pm at Town Hall, 1 
Constitution Way. 


Murphy Named Harbormaster 
Marion Select Board

Adam Murphy had long been doing the work of 
a harbormaster in Marion. On Tuesday night, the Select 
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Board saw fit to remove the interim tag from his title after 
he and his staff got through the summer so efficiently in 
the wake of Perry’s move to Mattapoisett. 

It’s been a big 2023 for Murphy, the Rochester 
resident who a year after losing a bid for a seat on 
Rochester’s Select Board by one vote won convincingly 
in May. When asked for a reaction as he pulled out of the 
Police Station parking lot with his family in tow, Murphy 
said exactly what he said when he won the Select Board 
seat. 

“This is the calm after the storm, right? The hard 
part’s getting there, once you’re there, you can put your 
hard work and effort into play,” he said. “For me, that’s 
what's exciting about it. Every day, you get to make it 
better. Now I can focus on all the projects that we have 
coming up. Just keep putting the right foot forward, work 
hard, and when I’m satisfied with where I’ve brought it, 
then I’ll revisit where I’m at.” 

Before becoming interim harbormaster upon Issac 
Perry’s hire last spring as Mattapoisett’s harbormaster, 
Murphy served Marion as deputy harbormaster and 
shellfish officer. 

In requesting Tuesday night’s promotion, Chief of 
Police Richard Nighelli summarized the challenges that 
Murphy, along with Assistant Harbormaster Dave Wilson 
and staffer Andrew Miller, tackled including day-to-day 
operations while at work on summer hiring and issues 
connected to the building of a new Maritime Center, 
research for a new patrol boat, and Marion’s decaying sea 
wall. 

Nighelli was happy to point out the large turnout 
of support for Murphy at the Police Station, including 
Marion Fire Chief Brian Jackvony, Mattapoisett Fire 
Chief Andy Murray and a large contingent of coworkers, 
including Wilson, Miller and members of the Marine 
Resources Commission. 

Murphy’s appointment filled the conference 
room at the Police Station with a loud round of applause. 
“We've got a lot to do,” said Nighelli. 

Nighelli also celebrated and supported Murphy’s 
effort to organize a fundraiser basketball game held last 
winter to benefit Old Rochester Regional Unified sports. 
To raise money for uniforms, ORR’s Unified teams will 
join the high school’s “Build Bulldog Nation” campaign 
being run by the ORR Athletic Boosters. The website is 
give2ORR.com. 

In his Town Administrator’s Report, Geoff 
Gorman said the procurement process for the new 
Maritime Center is still alive with general bids due by 
October 13. The plan is to bring an exact price to Town 
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on November 7 to discuss procurement methods and a 
construction timeline. 
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The Select Board reviewed the 12 articles on the 
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Town Meeting Warrant. 

Article 1 will be a vote to appropriate the 
estimated final amount of $922,000 to construct the 
Maritime Center (bonded by the Waterways Account, 
which acquires its revenue from harbor-related fees.) 

Article 2 will ask voters to support the Collective 
Bargaining Agreement and 3% cost-of-living adjustment 
in pay for nonunion employees. This action would be 
funded by transferring $75,000 from the group insurance 
account, $10,000 from Water Department retained 
earnings and $15,000 from Sewer Department retained 
earnings. The Finance Committee supports the article. 

Article 3 will ask voters to approve the transfer of 
$30,864.97 that Marion has received to date in the opioid 
manufacturers’ class-action lawsuit to create an Opioid 
Remediation Fund to be used by Finance Committee, 
Police Department and the Board of Health. As part of a 
statewide distribution to municipalities, Marion receives 
between $3,000 and $5,000 per month. 

Article 4 will appropriate $56,907 for Fire Stations 
1 and 2 communication systems that are over 20 years 
old and so outdated that replacement parts are no longer 
available. 

Article 5 will appropriate $12,000 for new 
audio/visual equipment for the Town House to conduct 
meetings. 

Requested by the town clerk, Article 6 would 
require new requirements for swearing in that would 
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match Massachusetts general law. 

Article 7, a repeat from 2022, would combine 
wiring, gas and electric into one article in the Marion 
bylaw. 

Article 8 would require that a citizens’ petition 
must be submitted 60 days before Town Meeting, but 
the Select Board would have the right to waive the 
requirement. Your full service boat yard on beautiful Sippican Harbor, 

Article 9 was the only article that resulted in less- 
than-unanimous recommendation of the Select Board. 
Chairman Toby Burr doesn’t think a tweak to the existing 
bylaw for beaches and public property requiring dog 
owners “have a means” to clean up after their pets will 
work any better than it presently does just saying that 
they must. Select Board members Norm Hills and Randy 
Parker support the measure. 

Articles 10-12, voted on Monday night by the 
Planning Board, only make corrections to existing 
regulations. 

In other actions, the Select Board dissolved the 
Finance Director Hiring Committee after Heather O’Brien 


accepted the job. O’Brien will start October 16 and work 2 Island Wharf Road | Marion, MA 02738 
alongside Judy Mooney until her retirement at the end of Phone: 508-748-0250 
the calendar year.

The board also approved a sewer connection at 64 www.bardensboatyard.com 
Lewis Road, approved the Marion Art Center’s request to 
close Cottage, Front and Main Streets in the village area Inland yard

approved the following Water/Sewer commitments: 
$2,135.60 (quarterly billing September 12), $1,712,618.54 
(quarterly billing September 15), $155 (reconnection and 
processing fees September 21), $4,200 (new water services 
September 25), $1,434.33 (pump repairs September 26), 
$640.47 (final readings September 26) and $547.06 (credit 
memo September 26.) Parker abstained from the pump- 
repair approval. 

The next meeting of the Marion Select Board 
is scheduled for Tuesday, October 17, at 6:00 pm at the 
Police Station. 


Lifelong Ambition Sets O’Brien Apart 
Finance Director Hire

The three members of Marion’s Select Board 
agreed during their special September 28 public meeting 
at the Town House that the Hiring Committee delivered 
three excellent candidates for the job of finance director 
to be vacated at the end of the calendar year with Judy 
Mooney’s retirement. 

“Well, I’ve got to say we had three great 
candidates. I applaud the committee for bringing them 
to us ... doesn’t always happen that way,” said Randy 
Parker. 

What they all also agreed on was that Heather 
O’Brien should get the job. O’Brien came out ahead 
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by a tenth of a point in a scoring exercise based on a 
rubric assigned by Town Administrator Geoff Gorman, 
but it was her backstory and present circumstance that 
convinced the members to vote unanimously to offer her 
the job. 

Following negotiations, O’Brien accepted the 
job and beginning on Monday, October 16, will enter 
a transitional period, working alongside Mooney and 
learning the ropes. 

The other two finalists were Jack MacDonald, vice 
president of Finance at Mass College of Art and Design, 
and Tom Valadao, audit manager at Broniec Associates. 
With the three finalists all coming from the corporate 
world (O’Brien has been a practice manager at Ernst & 
Young for 13 years), the Select Board knew this decision 
was going to be more complex. 

“We had to base it on some other experiences, 
some other considerations, and I’d say (O’Brien) has far 
and away more experience. ... She’s exhibited focus and ... 
dedicated, putting herself through college (and worked) 
through high school. I suspect that if we chose her, she’d 
be around for a while,” said member Norm Hills during a 
brief deliberation. 

Neither of the other two finalists were nominated 
at the September 28 meeting. 

Select Board Chairman Toby Burr reviewed the 
video tapes of the finalists’ interviews held on September 
22 and concluded that O’Brien had the most experience. 

“She was the one that had ... most job 
consistency, working for one company for many years. 
She showed tremendous ambition over the course of her 
life, to improve her knowledge and her circumstances,” 
said Burr. 

Likewise, Parker tossed his hat into O’Brien’s 
ring. 

“It’s a very difficult decision to make, they’re all 
very well matched, and I think Heather won out by ... 

a tenth of the point. ... I like them all, but I like Heather 
myself. ... I think she stands out from the rest,” he said. 

In her finalist’s interview before the Select Board 
on September 28, O’Brien noted her move to Marion a 
year and a half ago and said she sees the Marion job as an 
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opportunity to pivot but stay in finance and be part of the 
community where her family now lives. eT coman Teusi T.

While O’Brien has had employees reporting 
directly to her in the past, her current position is 
dominated by peers. She told the board she takes a 
team approach toward management and that “everyone 
knows they have a seat at the table” and likes to make her 
coworkers “feel like they don’t have to be afraid to speak 
their mind.” 

Hills asked O’Brien how her corporate experience 
would translate to municipal government and how she 
intends to educate herself regarding state laws and the 
municipal processes. 

O’Brien said she has worked with corporate 
leaders and partners at regional and global levels. She has 
directly supported executive leaders. She also pointed to 
her management and coaching experience. Her corporate 
work required accuracy and transparency. 

Relative to law and process, O’Brien said she had 
spoken with longtime Finance Director Judy Mooney 
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that I seseible can,” OBrien said. 

In her region while working for Ernst & Young, 
O’Brien helped manage approximately $880,000,000 with 
almost $600,000 in expenses. For FY24, her team had 
to show 8.4% growth. While there, O’Brien also helped 
bridge a complex report reckoning with the different laws 
and practices of global and Americas. 

During the interview, Parker tried to find 
common ground in O’Brien’s experience with emergency 
finance work required of the town when facing something 
like Marion’s recent sewer-main break. He said Mooney 
had done an excellent job in running a tight ship while 
maintaining a flexibility to address emergency situations. 

O’Brien said the pandemic helped her better 
understand the need to back away from work and find 
balance. 

Having been raised in Brighton (Boston), O’Brien 
attended Boston Latin High School and had a part-time 
job working at American Management Association and 
after spending some time as a full-time student at UMass, 
she was hired full time by the firm, which offered her 
tuition reimbursement to continue taking night courses 
toward her degree. She would graduate from Boston 
College. 

Invited to ask questions of the board, O’Brien 
impressed the members with her prepared written 
questions leading to explanations of town government 
that could be used as a beginner’s guidebook. 
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After taking a unanimous vote during the follow- 
up meeting on Sept. 28, the board adjourned the public 
session and went into executive session. 


ConCom Wants Help Fighting CR 
Rochester Conservation Commission 
By Michael J. DeCicco 

Rochester’s Conservation Commission Tuesday 
took further action on the much-debated, 241-acre, 
regional Conservation Restriction that includes 13 acres at 
Red Brick Farm East but gives Rochester no rights to the 
water there. The commission decided to take its appeal to 
keep the town’s rights to that water local directly to the 
Select Board. 

When they first heard of the CR plan months 
ago, commission members complained that Rochester 
has lost the right to use its own water resources too many 
times over the decades. The regional CR agreement that 
nonetheless became reality proposed giving Mattapoisett 
the water rights to the Rochester parcel, including 
possibly digging up to four new wells under a co- 
ownership agreement with the Mattapoisett Water and 
Sewer Authority. However, the authority also agreed 
in writing it would “make every effort” to transfer the 
conservation land in Rochester to the town for $1. 

On Tuesday, Commissioner Ben Bailey said Town 
Counsel has told the panel that this plan cannot happen 
because the statement “will make every effort” is not 
legally enforceable. 

But Bailey said he has learned from researching 
state law and contacting other attorneys that the 
correspondence from the Mattapoisett Water and Sewer 
Authority stating the “make every effort” promise is a 
legally enforceable one. 

“Saying you will make every effort means you are 
not allowed to do nothing. It requires putting full muscle 
and energy” into the effort, he said. 

Bailey motioned to have a letter written to the 
Select Board to ask for its help in pressing the issue. 

The commission unanimously agreed to have that 
correspondence sent. “Ask the selectmen to do something 
about this,” he said. “Look at our correspondence and act 
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on it.” 

The commission began its meeting by coming 
close to endorsing the first piece of a plan for a 15-acre, 
self-storage facility off of Cranberry Highway at Route 28 
and Kings Highway. 

Under a request for an Abbreviated Notice of 
Resource Area Delineation (ANRAD) approval, the 
petitioner’s engineering consultant, Bob Rogers, told 
the commission that the developer needs to re-flag the 
parcel’s 2,700 linear feet of bordering vegetated wetlands. 
He noted that the ConCom approved the site’s wetlands 
delineation in 2015. Then a commercial development 
plan that did not survive for long was approved in 2017. 
Now, eight years later, Rogers said, the flags marking the 
wetlands are hard to find and just plain missing. 

“There’s a lot of growth. It’s thick out there,” 
Rogers said. “Our wetlands scientists will go out and nail 
down the Southern line.” 

The commission, as a result, granted Rogers’ 
request for a continuance until its next meeting on 
October 17 to give the scientists time to complete the 
work. 

Petitioner engineer Bill Madden recently told the 
Rochester Planning Board that the parcel will house a self- 
storage facility on a combination of four large lots, with 
180 small, self-storage units and 64 smaller ones. 

In other action, the commission signed the latest 
Enforcement Order for 532 Snipatuit Road. The property 
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was recently the site of a fire that damaged a houseboat in 
the pond. Conservation Agent Merilee Kelly has reported 
to the commission in past meetings that she has observed 
work being done there without a formal Notice of Intent 
that would signal the property owner’s intentions with 
that environmentally sensitive area of the pond. 

Now the work has stopped, Kelly said. But 
she has hesitated in the past to approach the workers 
there when visiting the site because she was alone. The 
commissioners need to know the property owner’s intent 
behind cleaning up near wetlands, hence the need for the 
new Enforcement Order. The commissioners instructed 
Kelly to bring another person with her, preferably a police 
officer, on her next visit. 

The Rochester Conservation Commission will 
meet next on Tuesday, October 17, at 7:00 pm at Town 
Hall, 1 Constitution Way.

Having been stuck in the weeds of a backstory 
that dates back to the early 1980s, the Marion Planning 
Board finally found its way to a solution on Monday

At the recommendation of Building 
Commissioner Bob Grillo, the board had issued the 
order because evidence of activities on site had risen to 
Your Smile. ; thresholds triggering his concern for the surrounding 
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finish his work at property identified on Map 24 as Lots 
36A, 37, 37A and 38, zoned Residence E (multifamily 
housing) addressed erosion control. 

Appearing before the Planning Board on Monday 
night, Briggs insisted that all the fill brought onto the site 
had happened prior to 2021, and he asserted that, since 
the fill on site remains at less than 19,000 square feet, the 
case should not fall under Marion’s erosion-control bylaw. 

Grillo corrected that assumption, noting that the 
erosion-control bylaw is not triggered by the amount of 
fill on site but the one acre of activity clearly exceeded. 

Briggs has long asserted that his property is lower 
than the surrounding properties concerned with runoff, 
but Grillo and the Planning Board were caught because 
abutters were unhappy with dust flying at the site and 
no apparent recourse to prevent the property owner from 
hauling in more fill and raising the grade to levels the 
abutters would consider dangerous. 

Without grounds to take action over that concern 
and apparent clearance of vegetation on the land, the 
town stopped Briggs’ activities based on the potential 
for silt runoff rather than clear (water only) runoff. After 
visiting the site, board member Andrew Daniel reported 
that water has only collected toward the center of the 
property, a condition Briggs told the board he designed so 
as to avoid posing a threat to his neighbors. 

“T agree there doesn’t appear to be any runoff on 
that site, but that doesn’t mean any fill to be brought in 
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wont cause an erosion-control bylaw,” Grillo said. 

“I don’t want to do any more than I have to 
because I intend to sell the property,” said Briggs, who 
told the board he intends to taper off the land as it abuts 
the nursing home and not disturb property belonging to 
the Open Space Acquisition Commission. Briggs said he 
needs to get rid of tree stumps on site. “I don’t plan on 
raising what's there at all. It’s just disposing of the fill and 
leveling it off.” 

The only remaining piles, he said, will consist of 
the topsoil already on site. 

“The concern is that without some stopgap 
limitations ... it just sort of feels like you’re going to keep 
spreading it all over the property, well exceeding the acre 
that we're talking about. We just want to make sure that 
it gets capped in a way,” said Planning Board Chairman 
Tucker Burr. 

Member Ryan Burke felt that the Special Permit 
“doesn’t have a plan, doesn’t have grading, doesn’t have 
runoff ... nothing we can approve.” 

The quandary left the members in search of some 
way to ensure Briggs’ activities are capped. 

“Something has to be in writing,” said board 
member Eileen Marum, referring to her study of Google 
Earth images over different time periods. She disputed 
Briggs’ account and asserted that he cleared massive 
amounts of vegetation without authorization. Briggs 
disagreed and said there has not been a tree at the site in 
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over 10 years. 

Member Alanna Nelson asked for more detailed 
information, including project history. 

“It’s pretty much on that plan that I submitted,” 
said Briggs, alluding to his crushing and removal of 
concrete at the time he petitioned to change the zoning 
from light business to Residence E for the purposes of a 
market-rate housing development. “I cleaned all the piles 
out of there and got rid of that material. The disturbance 
was cleaning ... that material was in there ... the bulk of 
that material was in there under Baldwin’s permit to get 
into their lot.” 

Briggs said he had a day’s work to finish 
removing stumps and leveling off the remaining area. He 
said no fill would be brought in and that the grade has 
always stayed the same. 

In attendance, MOSAC Chairman John Rockwell 
verified that the board had received his letter outlining 
the commission’s position. His concern is that the Special 
Permit applied for left the board with “no idea how much 
fill that is. The bylaw clearly states that the applicant must 
demonstrate that there won’t be any impact on abutting 
properties,” said Rockwell. 

“That plan that I submitted shows what's been 
done up to 2021. That plan goes out to the lot lines,” said 
Briggs, who estimated there are 200 yards of fill in the 
pile. “The other advantage to me getting it cleaned up (is) 
it won’t give people the idea they can dump excess fill, 
because that’s what’s been happening. I’m going to lock 
that place up.” 

In the end, the motion for the Special Permit 
stipulated that there be no new fill introduced, and if 
there was to be any new fill beyond 10 yards, Briggs 
must apply once again for a Special Permit. With that, the 
public hearing closed. Burr, Daniel, Burke and Jon Henry 
voted for, and Marum and Nelson against. 

After a presubmission conference, 133 Wareham 
Road LLC may be able to avoid Major Site Plan Review 
in favor of Minor Site Plan Review if the site plan can be 
revised to include 10 or fewer parking spaces. The initial 
proposal was for 11 spaces. 

The two triggers for Major Site Plan Review are:

a construction covering 2,000 or more square feet or more 
than 10 parking spaces. 

The 1,600 square-foot construction (Map 11, 

Lot 121A) next to the hair salon at the western-most 
corner of Point Road and Route 6 will abut wetlands, 
but representative Jamie Bissonette of ZLC Consulting 
Engineers told the Planning Board on Monday night that 
no construction will occur within 30 feet of the wetland 
border and no area within 15 feet will be disturbed. 

Bissonette had already met with Town Planner 
and Conservation Agent Doug Guey-Lee in anticipation 
of this appearance and having filed a Notice of Intent, a 
public hearing later this month with the Conservation 
Commission. Guey-Lee was under the weather and not in 
attendance Monday night. 

Bissonette summarized several waiver requests 
that will be made in public hearings, including an 
infiltration study because the project will include 
an infiltration unit requiring relief from setbacks for 
installation. Bissonette noted that the town has additional 
setbacks for development. 

Grillo noted that if the existing parking lot has 
more than an adequate number of spaces, it might be 
reason for the applicant to reduce the spaces proposed in 
the new lot. 

“We do have more than enough parking off site,” 
said Bissonette. 

Burke asked what provisions exist if the 
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ownership is not continuous at some point. Bissonette 
said his group could come up with an easement plan for 
that purpose. 

“Compared to what was over there ... beautiful 
addition to the town,” said Daniel. 

Two public hearings were continued to the 
board’s October 16 meeting, the Department of Public 
Works new operations center at Benson Brook and the 
Chapter 220 Stormwater Management Bylaw. 

Even as the deadline to be included in the 
Warrant for the Special Fall Town Meeting to be held on 
October 23, most members felt that the Stormwater Bylaw 
requires more scrutiny. It will wait at least until Annual 
Town Meeting in May. 
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After a public hearing, a Zoning Codification 
Bylaw was approved and sent forward for consideration 
at Special Town Meeting. 

Grillo outlined four proposed changes, 
recommending that the Planning Board pass on the use- 
variance change brought on by prior Town Counsel. He 
stated that the new Town Counsel recommends further 
study into language at the beginning of the use table and 
that wording needs more flexibility. Grillo suggested 
leaving the matter alone and possibly tackling it in time 
for the spring Town Meeting. 

Listening in, Town Administrator Geoff Gorman 
tweaked Grillo’s recommendation for housekeeping 
purposes, recommending the board not vote but to not 
take it up at all. That way, the proposal will not make 
the Town Meeting Warrant with or without a board 
recommendation. 

Per the board’s vote, a clerical correction will be 
included in the warrant article regarding lot, yard and 
height only to include all the residential compounds (A, B, 
Cand D but not E) affected by the bylaw. The board also 
voted to endorse two other “housekeeping” changes. 

Henry asked to be relieved of his duties of 
representing the Planning Board to the Southeastern 
Regional Planning and Economic Development District 
(SRPEDD. ) It is anticipated that duty will be asked 
of William Dale Jones, who was not in attendance on 
Monday night.

The writer claims that “First and foremost, the 
design and construction...is completely funded through 
grants and harbor fees.” All government grants, whether 
federal, state, or local are funded through taxes. The 
Seaport Economic Council grant is a state grant funded by 
Massachusetts taxpayers. 

Also, it appears taxpayers are insufficiently 
informed regarding project costs, project financing, and 
project funding, for example, the funding source for a fire- 
service line. 

Project Architect Tim Sawyer said that he will 
price out the fire-service line and potentially have the 
cost absorbed into the project, or another possibility, the 
fire-service line will be added on as “an improvement” to 
the Facilities Director’s budget, a budget funded through 
Marion taxpayers. 

Mr. Sawyer professes to have “done multiple 
harbormaster facilities, this is by far the smallest,” but Mr. 
Sawyer remains silent as to whether his other facilities are 
positioned on stilts 23.5 feet off the ground. 

More worrisome are those who argue, “The 
new Harbormaster Office has been specifically designed 
and engineered to withstand a storm more severe than 
Hurricane Bob and remain functional.” Below is a list of 
engineering projects that failed without encountering a 
hurricane. 

Banqiao Dam failed in 1975 after engineers said it 
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could handle a “once-in-2,000-years flood.” 

The Tacoma Narrows Bridge in Washington 
collapsed four months after opening for public use. 

Wind turbine failures are on the uptick, according 
to a report from Bloomberg. 

The Big Dig tunnel project in Boston was plagued 
with severe leaks that nearly dislodged the tunnel from its 
foundations. 

The roof of the Kemper Arena in Kansas City 
collapsed during a rainstorm. 

Finally, stilt buildings are constructed primarily as 
protection against flooding, and they can collapse under a 
range of circumstances related to weather and flooding.

Her style and technique evolved in her later years 
from a traditional approach to one involving vibrant opaque 
colors that often incorporated elements of collage. 

Her remarkable imagination, creativity, and vision also 
manifested with home renovations, which gave her great joy. 
In 1980, she worked with an architect and builder to transform 
a stone mill built in 1770 that had provided flour for General 
Washington’s troops during the Revolutionary War into a 
modern home where she and her family lived for many years. 

She was deeply passionate about the eight cocker 
spaniels that she raised over the years. She enjoyed traveling 
and went to many interesting destinations, including a walking 
tour of England, visits to Scotland, Ireland, Belgium, and 
France, several trips to Greece, the 1994 Winter Olympics in 
Norway, and the Island of Tortolla, British Virgin Islands, a 
place that she and her first husband loved. She was a mem- 
ber of Highland Presbyterian Church, and later the Unitarian 
Universalist Church, both in Lancaster. 

She was preceded in death by her parents; her first 
husband of 35 years, Alexander V. Stoycos and her second 
husband of 23 years, John A. Loucks, both of Lancaster. She 
was also predeceased by three sisters-in-law, Veronika Ross of 
Fairhaven, MA; Anna S. Loucks of Cookeville, TN; and Joan 
S. Mokas of Dayton, OH as well as a stepdaughter, Billie Ann 
Kuklinski of Charlotte, NC. 

She is lovingly survived by her two children, William 
R. Stoycos, Lancaster, PA and Sarah M. Stoycos, Rockville, 
MD; her brother, John M. Ross, Fairhaven, MA; two grand- 
children, Noah B. Stoycos, Winston-Salem, NC and Alexan- 
der L. Stoycos, Lancaster, PA; and four stepchildren and their 
spouses: John A. and Susan D. Loucks, Colorado Springs, 
CO; Stephanie L. and Robert H. Burcham, Knoxville, TN; 
Gregory L. and Karen K. Loucks, Newport Beach, CA; and 
Michael T. and Deborah P. Loucks, Knoxville, TN. She is also 
survived by a brother-in-law, Harry Mokas, Jr., Dayton, OH, 
six step-grandchildren, and five step-great grandchildren. 

A private graveside service will be held at Cushing 
Cemetery, Mattapoisett followed by a meal. Relatives and 
friends will be invited to a memorial service in Lancaster to 
be held at Homestead Village at a later date.

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Elizabeth (1823- 1901) gifted ia books to the Town after 
his death, starting the first free public library in Rochester 
in 1876. She later funded the building of Town Hall in 
1892, which also housed the Library.

Joseph Plumb (1913-1970) was a dedicated reader, 
writer, sailor and auto enthusiast. He had been privately 
working on a plan to find the Library a new home with 
more space when he fell ill and his pet project was put 
on hold.

The Wonderful Story of Henry Sugar. Starring Ralph 
Fiennes and Benedict Cumberbatch. Directed by 
Wes Anderson. Combined running time: 90 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG. Now streaming on Netflix. 

The writer-director Wes Anderson loves 
storybooks, and he loves theater. He has combined the 
two forms into his own distinct, deadpan-symmetrical 
mode of cinema since the beginning. The latest 
example is The Wonderful Story of Henry Sugar along 
with three other short films which, like Henry Sugar, 
are based on short stories by Roald Dahl: The Swan, The 
Rat Catcher and Poison, all now streaming on Netflix. (I 
imagine Criterion will put out a Blu-ray eventually.) 

Henry Sugar, at 39 minutes the longest of the 
quartet, stars Benedict Cumberbatch as the eponymous 
non-hero, who teaches himself the art of “seeing 
without eyes” so that he can make a killing at the 
casinos. Like a lot of Anderson films (including Asteroid 
City from earlier this year), Henry Sugar unfolds within 
and without multiple levels of presentation. Old 
Roald himself (Ralph Fiennes), who shows up in the 
other segments as well, tells the tale, as do a doctor 
(Dev Patel) and Henry himself. Sets are pulled aside 
or uncouple to reveal other sets, and the characters 
(including Ben Kingsley as the guru who imparts the 
seeing-without-eyes procedure) mainly face us straight 
on and narrate. 

The Swan (17 minutes) takes on the favored 
Dahl theme of children behaving terribly to other 
children. A bullied boy is tied to tracks, threatened 
with a rifle, and finally made to climb a tree to take the 
place of a swan one of the bullies killed. Rupert Friend 
plays the bullied boy as an adult and narrates. Friend 
also appears in The Rat Catcher (17 minutes), about 
the time an expert “rat man” (Fiennes) was called to 
deal with an infestation in a hayrick. Lastly, Poison (17 
minutes) considers a man (Cumberbatch) immobilized 
by a deadly snake slumbering on his stomach, and the 
doctor (Kingsley) who comes to solve the problem. 

Henry Sugar seems to exist on its own pretty 
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well (it was shown by itself at the Venice Film Festival), 
and the other three share certain motifs: animals, the 
tension of having to stay absolutely still. It appears 
that Henry Sugar kicks things off by leaving us with 
the notion that someone with the power to help others 
should use that power. The next one, The Swan (I’m 
going by the order that Netflix lined them up for me 
to watch), imagines a world where help is not coming, 
but the afflicted character, says Dahl, never gives up. 
Then the next two segments offer help when invading 
animals crowd into the manicured boxes of life in a 
Wes Anderson film. Ending on Poison (which has been 
adapted at least twice before, once on Alfred Hitchcock 
Presents by the Master himself) seems to indicate that 
it’s important to help even if help may be neither 
required nor appreciated. 

Despite the occasional tension, the filmmaking 
is becalmed, almost sedate, and assured. Sometimes 
this sort of Anderson project feels like a challenge he’s 
issuing to himself: how flat-affect and intentionally 
artificial can we make this story and still please an 
audience? And, like so much else he’s made, this series 
of shorts isn’t going to move the needle for Anderson 
haters any more than Asteroid City or The French 
Dispatch did. But those who eagerly await the newest 
American Empirical Picture will be entranced, as 
usual, by the toybox sets and the people standing stock 
still like toy figures inside immaculate compositions 
(all but Poison, which is shot in widescreen format, 
are presented in the square Academy ratio). Henry 
Sugar offers a more nuanced portrait of aman 
capable of positive change, while the other three 
have one emotion in common: fear. Are shadows of 
doubt creeping into Wes Anderson’s well-trimmed 
matryoshkas of narrative? As he gets closer to his end 
than to his beginning, his puppet reveries may darken 
in interesting ways.
